He made the model of Ericsson's 
original ‘‘Monitor,”” and was the consulting engineer in 
its construction, with Mr. Almon Stimers, arranging its 
machinery. He was a Member of the Naval Institute, of 
Annapolis, Md. 


Prof. Gabriel Auguste Daubree, Director of the School of 
Mines, of France, died May 29. He was born at Metz, 
June 25, 1814, and after passing the Ecole Polytechnique 


was admitted into the Corps des Mines in 1834. He was 
appointed Engineer of Mines in the Bas-Rhin district in 
1888, and Professor of Geology and Mineralogy of the 
Faculty of Sciences at Strasburg, of which he became the 
Dean in 1852. He was the author of a large number of 
monographs, chiefly on geological and mineralogical sub- 
jects, and was made a member of the Academy of Sct- 
ences in 1861. 


Mr. Arthur B. Underhill, formerly Superintendent of 
Motive Power of the Boston & Albany R. R., died at 
Springfield, Mass., May 24. He was born at Chester, N. 
H., Oct. 23, 1832, and when about 13 years old was appren- 
ticed to Mr. J. M. Stone, who shortly afterwards started 
the Manchester Locomotive Works. Mr. Underhill re- 
mained with him until 1855 and was also with the Hink- 
ley Works, Boston, Mass., for a time. In 1860 he became 
foreman of the repair shops of the Boston & Worcester R. 
R.,and wasinlater years Superintendentof the Locomotive 
Department of the Lowell machine shops, and Division 
Master Mechanic of the Atlantic & Great Western R. R. 
In 1864 he became Master Mechanic of the Boston & 
Worcester R. R., and in 1880 was appointed to the position 
he held at the time of his death. 


Mr. Thomas Main, marine engineer, died May 27, at 
Arlington, N. J. He was born in Borgue, Scotland, Jan. 
30, 1828, and served an apprenticeship in the machine 
shops of Mr. Robert Napier, the shipbuilder, of Glasgow, 
and his successor, Mr. John Elder. In 1854 he came to 
America and was employed as a designer of machinery by 
Mr. Erastus Smith, consulting engineer, of New York city. 
He designed the machinery for the “‘Dunderberg,”” an 
armored warship, which being unfinished at the close ot 
the civil war was sold to the French government. He also 
designed the machinery of the cruiser “‘Iroquois,”’ the 
steamships ‘‘City of Tokio’’ and ‘City of Pekin,’’ for the 
Pacific Mail Line, and of the sound steamers “Bristol” 
and “Providence,” of the Fall River Line. He was Super- 
inteadent successively of the Allaire and the Morgan Iron 
Works and for John Roach & Sons, Chester, Pa. He occu- 
pied the chair of Professor of Engineering in the Webb 
Academy of Ship Building, from its establishment until 


about a year ago, when he retired on account of failing 
health. 


Mr. Mark M. Pomeroy, popularly 
Pomeroy, died in Brooklyn, 
after a long illness. He was born in Elmira, N. Y., on 
Dec. 25, 1833, and worked at farming and blacksmithing 
until the age of seventeen. He then began his journal- 
istic career with the “Corning Journal,’’ Steuben, N. Y., 
as an apprentice, and in 1854 started the ‘“‘Corning Sun.” 
From 1855 until 1870 he was the proprietor of a number 
of papers in succession, among them the “Niw York 
Daily Democrat,’’ until 1876, when he failed and removed 
to Chicago. It was shortly after this time that he pro- 
posed his scheme to tunnel the Rocky Mountains, and 
organized a company, called the Atlantic & Pacific Tun- 
nel Co., of which he was the president. The tunnel, 
which would have been five miles in length, would have 
shortened the route between Salt Lake City and Denver 
by 250 miles, but the scheme failed, owing to financial 
depression. It was claimed that the tunnel would pass 
through valuable gold ores. Mr. Pomeroy, however, con- 
tinued to work on the scheme until his death.

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CIVIL ENGINEERS’ CLUB OF CLEVELAND.—At the 
meeting on May 26 Dr. D. C. Miller read a paper on 
“‘Phenomena of Electrical Discharges in Vacuo,"’ describ- 
ing and experimentally illustrating the researches of 
Geissler, Hittorf, Crookes and Roentgen. The discovery 
of the X-rays was demonstrated, and the various theo- 
ries proposed to account for the phenomena briefly ex- 
plained. The practical applications of the X-rays were 
explained with the aid of the fluoroseope and lantern 
projections. F. A. Coburn, Secy. 


WESTERN GAS ASSOCIATION.—The nineteenth annual 
meeting was held at Chattanooga, Tenn., May 20. Mr. 
Littlejohn, the President, in his address, said that the day 
of high-priced gas, like the day for high-priced commodi- 
ties of all kinds, has vanished never to return. The keen 
competition of other illuminants (in which for household 
use the efficient coal oil lamp of the present day should 
not be overlooked) has apprised gas managers of the fact 
that their product can now be sold at a profit for consider- 
ably less than its cost in the holder a score of years ago. 
In the manufacture of coal gas, even in small works, com- 
panies now realize from the sale of their residuals alone 
from 50 to 90% of the cost of their coal, while in larger 
works much better results are easily obtainable. 

Mr. John Gimper read a paper on ‘‘Napthaline,’’ in 
which he stated that he had found a remedy for this 
deposit in the pipes, by admitting gasoline into the pipes, 
which then holds the napthaline in suspension. Mr. A. C. 
Humphreys then read a paper on “‘Self-Education in Gas 
Engineering." He considered that the gas engineers of 
the future will have a preliminary technical training, 
like those in other branches of the profession, but 
pointed out how the man who could not afford this prelim- 
inary training could educate himself to take rank with 
those who were thus trained. Mr. B. E. Chollar read a 
paper on “‘The Alleged Law of Inverse Squares,"’ in its 
relation to the diffusion of light.

NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


LITERARY MAGAZINES.—In the British reviews for 
May, England’s colonial matters find a chief place. South 
Africa is the subject of two papers in the ‘Fortnightly’ 
and one in the ‘‘Nineteenth Century.’’ The latter is en- 
titled ‘‘Why South Africa Cannot Wait,’’ and is an ar- 
gument for British intervention in the Transvaal to se- 
cure the political rights for which the foreign residents of 
Johannesburg have been contending. The other side of 
this question has been so forcibly presented in this coun- 
try that this able article will be interesting reading to 
Americans. England’s equally pressing problem on the 
same continent, in Egypt and the rebellious Soudan, is 
also considered, Wilfrid Blunt writing in the ‘“Nine- 
teenth Century”’ to prove that the Dongola expedition is 
a huge blunder, and Major Arthur Griffith in the ‘‘Fort- 
nightly’ to show that it is a master-stroke of diplomacy. 
“The Contemporary Review’’ has a criticism by Alfred 
Wallace of the proposal of the French geographer, M. 
Blisee Reclus, to erect a gigantic model of the earth 
418 ft. in diameter, or 1-100,000 of its actual size. Mr. 
Wallace treats this unique proposal more seriously per- 
haps than it deserves, and even proposes a similar but 
apparently less Quixotic scheme on his own account. 
Two other papers in the same magazine that deserve at- 
tention are, one on ‘“‘The European Questions,’ by Jules 
Simon, and ‘“‘Armenia and the Powers,"’ In “Appleton’s 
Popular Science Monthly’’ for June, we find Herbert 
Spencer attacking the metric system; instead of it he 
proposes the use of a duodecimal instead of a decimal 
system of notation. There are some weighty arguments 


against the metric system, but we do not find many of them 
in Mr. Spencer's paper. Another writer, also with the name 
of Spencer, tells in an entertaining manner the geological 
history of the Great Lakes. The June ‘“‘North American 
Review"’ has as its leading article a paper by Andrew 
Carnegie, in which he urges a definite fixing of the gold 
standard as the only road to great general prosperity. 
ine owner side of tne currency question, or rather one 
other side, for its aspect is decidedly polygonal, is given 
in an able paper by Dr. Otto Arendt, a prominent Ger- 
man bimetailist. Woubtiess many of those who are call- 
ing for goid and gold only would denounce his statements 
as heretical, but we wish that his paper could be care- 
iuily studied by every American who beueves im iree 
comage at 16 to 1. We quote a little as Loliows:

ic I8 ROW desired to perpetuate the gold standard in 
Kurope, let the government at Washington adopt iree 
comage of silver at tne ratio of 1:10. At present, atcer 
tne closure of the indian munts, this step could not possi- 
biy have any other resuit than to maxe tne American 
siandard a siiver standard. ‘‘he price of silver, of course, 
would rise, but mot to oY pence and not permanentiy. 
The United States would have a standard not materially 
dimerent from that of Mexico. All the disadvantages and 
all the advantages of a fluctuating and depreciated money 
standard woula follow. Gold monometaliusm; the double 
standard would become nominal. No bimetailist can ap- 
prove of this. Free coinage of silver in the United States 
would result in harm to Europe no doubt, but aiso in 
advantage. Perhaps the harm would predominate; but 
one thing is certain; the absorption of the American gold, the 
continual supplies coming from the American gold produc- 
tion, would, for a long time to come, relieve the European 
powers of all anxiety for their gold standard. The monetary 
anarchy would thus be perpetuated for a space of time 
beyond estimation. Only by insisting in all countries in 
an unequivocal manner on the international solution of the 
currency question can international bimetallism be at- 
tained. “No more experiments” is therefore the only 
appeal which the European bimetallists address to those 
of America; no silver purchases, no silver coinage other- 
wise than on the basis of international agreement; and no 
more abortive attempts to bring them about, 


Prof. N. S. Shaler has a thoughtful paper in the same 
magazine (‘‘North American”’), in which he traces the influ- 
ences of natural environment in molding the character of 
New Englanders, from the days of the Plymouth Colony to 
the present time. 

In ‘“‘Scribner’s,” Mr. Henry Norman, who won wide fame 
as the American correspondent of the leading English Lib- 
eral organ, who did more than any other one man to open 
English eyes to the other side of the Venezuelan affair, 
writes on the Eastern question and the Balkans. Few 
Americans know much of the political intrigues which 
agitate that little group of states between the Austrian 
empire and the Bosphorus, and Mr. Norman’s most inter- 
esting account of the political conditions here will be 
read with interest. It seems likely that the next great 
war in Europe will arise in this region, whose history 
in the past has always been one of conflict, battle and 
political changes. 

In “The Century’ Dr. Albert Shaw writes on ‘‘Munici- 
pal Government in St. Louis,’’ a paper which is of pe- 
culiar interest just now by reason of the calamity that has 
just visited that city. It may be not generally known that 
St. Louis is quite unique in having actual Home Rule, 
and is not dependent on its state legislature for powers 
to carry on its municipal life, as are most of our large 
cities, and especially those in New York. 

‘“‘Harpers” paper of scientific interest this month is a 
popular description of the action of the white blood cor- 
puscles in protecting the body from disease and healing 
injuries. This is a field of physiology in which great ad- 
vancement has been made during the past few years and 
many of the facts set forth will be new to almost all out- 
side the medical profession.

East of Chicago. 


BELLEFONTE & CLEARFIELD.—A press report from 
Bellefonte, Pa., May 28, states that the survey of this 
road, from Bellefonte, Pa., to Philipsburg, 56 miles, has 
been completed. This road is an extension of the Central 
of Pennsylvania, from Mill Hall, in Clinton county, to 
Bellefonte.

There will be one 
tunnel.

M. King, receiver of the Pittsburg & Western, for the use 
of that road from Butler into Pittsourg. This would re- 
quire an extension of the B., R. & P. from Punxsutawney 
to Butler, a distance of about 50 miles. 


GREENVILLE & COMMMUNIPAW.—Incorporated in 
New Jersey May 27 with a capital stock of $200,000, com- 
mencing With $40,000, by John Wood, Wm. Noble, Cam- 
den, N, J.; D. G. Baird, Beverly, N. J.; Thos.

F. H. Lee, Mount Holly, N. J., and others. 


INDIANA CENTRAL.—The commissioners of Jay coun- 
ty, Ind., have ordered a special election in Penn township, 
to vote a subsidy of $18,000 for this railway. It is stated 
that the following Indiana towns and cities have voted aid 
to this project; Huntington, $55,000; Warren, $30,000; Mont- 
belier, $40,000; Portland, $43,000; Union City, $25,000. 

INDIANAPOLIS, LOGANSPORT & CHICAGO.—The In- 
dianapolis ‘‘News”’ states that the promoters of this rail- 
way have recently gone over the right of way and have 
found everything ready for work. One of the company is 
authority for the statement that unless something un- 
foreseen happens, tracklaying will begin in about 30 days, 
and the work will be pushed rapidly until the road is 
built as far as Logansport.
